Runaway Dies After Being Lassoed at Lindell 
Boulevard and Spring Avenue, by 
Two Rodeo Riders. 


A black bull, escaped from a 
Slaughter house, met an ignomini- 
Ous death at Spring avenue and 
Lindell boulevard at 7:45 a. m. to-, 
day after two hours and 45 min- 
utes of liberty during which it was 
pursued through the West End by 
20 policemen and two cowboys. 

Finally roped and thrown in the 
midst of heavy motor traffic, the 
bull fought to a'finish. The finish 
was his. He struggled so fiercely 
as his legs were being bound that 
the lasso about his neck strangled 
him. His last taste of liberty be- 
gan at 5 o’clock when he butted 
and bellowed his way past an at- 
tendant at the Independent Pack- 
ing Co. plant at 3815 Chouteau 
avenue as he was being unloaded 
from the truck of his owner, Julius 
Walz of Glasgow, Mo. 

He trotted west, snorting and 
pawing at the asphalt and was 
soon out of sight. Police were 
called and told to be on the look- 
out for a black bull, weighing 
about 1200 pounds, ‘disposition 
ornery.”’ 

An hour later two policemen in 
a scout car sighted the bull trotting 
west in Washington boulevard just 
east of Union boulevard. As the| 


car pulled up alongside he broke 
into a gallop. Later the policemen 
called their station and reported 
they had the bull cornered in 
Kingsbury place. ) 

Jack Wilson and Dan Daggett, 
cowhoys with the Welcome Inn: 
Rodeo at The Arena were called, 
but before they arrived the bull 
had broken away heading east. 
The police car followed with the 
cowboys. Ten minutes later the 
bull was cornered in a yard near 
Delmar boulevard and Walton ave- 
nue. The cowboys swung their 
lariats but missed. The bull 
charged, breaking down part of 
the wire fence around the yard 
and was on his way again. 

The chase went on through al- 
leys and streets with four automo- 
bile loads of policemen pursuing 
the bull. 

In front of the Masonic Temple 
on Lindell boulevard, the bull was 
roped around the neck. He strug- 
gled mightily. His feet were roped. 
He crashed to the pavement. 
Cowboys and policemen swarmed 
over him. 

“Then,” said one of his pur- 
suers, “he just shook his head, 
rolled his eyes and died.” 


POLICE ALLOW TWO DAYS 
TO MOVE SLOT MACHINES 


Officers Ordered to Seize Any 
Found After Time Limit 
Expires. 

An immediate police canvass of 
all stores and shops to learn where 
slot machines were being main- 
tained was ordered today by Acting 
Chief Glassco. | 

Police were instructed to warn 
those in charge of such establish- 
ments to remove machines of the 
type which have been held to be 
gambling devices, and to return 
within two days to seize any which 
have not been removed. 

The order, sent to all police dis- 
tricts, quotes the ruling on _ slot 
machines made by President Rem- 
mers of the Board of Police Com- 
missioners Tuesday in ordering 
eight of them and a baffle board 
destroyed as gambling devices. 

Mint vending slot machines, 
Remmers held, are to be consid- 
ered gambling devices if they eject 
coins or slugs, and baffle boards 
are held to be gambling instru- 
ments whenever there is attached 
to them notices of prizes offered 
for individual play. ; 


MORE GOLD FROM SUNKEN SHIP 


$450,000 Salvaged From the Egypt, 
Making Total $3,250,000.

PLYMOUTH, England, Sept. 22.. 


—The Italian salvage ship Artiglio 
II yesterday deposited at this port 
a fourth cargo of gold retrieved 
from the sunken liner, Egypt. ‘ihe 
latest cargo was the equivalent of 
$450,000, making the total salvaged 
$3,250,000 out of the $5,000,000 in 
bullion in the Egypt’s strong room 
when she sank tn 1922. 

The $450,000 in gold was brought 
up from the bed of the sea in Live 
hours, all the time divers were able 
to work during the last three weeks 
due to rough weather.

WOMAN SAYS BANDITS 
PLAN TO GUT OFF EARS 


Writes Chinese Threaten to 
Kill Her and Another Brit- 
ish Subject Within Week.

NEWCHANG, Manchuria, Sept. 
22.—Another appeal for the rescue 
of herself and Charles Corkran, 
another British subject who was 
received today from Mrs. Pawley, 
who said the bandits planned to 
shoot them in a week, after cut- 
ting off their ears. 

The note was received by Mrs. 
Pawley’s father together with an- 
other exorbitant demand for ran- 
som. The letters were brought by 
a servant of the family who carried 
the father’s message to the brig- 
ands’ camp. 

“Get us out as soon as possible,” 
the note said. “They are going to 
cut off our ears and I rather want 
to keep mine. For God's sake be 
quick. We have a week to live be- 
fore we are shot. 

“These fellows are really serious. 
I am filthy and long for a bath. 
The food is awful.” 

There also was a letter from 
Corkran. 

“Your clothes received,” it said. 
“Anything else is of no earthly use. 
These blokes want money. They : 
are telling the servant who brings 
this letter how much and how to 
send it. If cash isn’t forthcoming 
within four days you will receive 
our ears as reminder and later our 
corpses. 

“Tinko (Mrs. Pawley) is won- 
derfully brave and cheery but she 
can’t stand this ‘sort of thing for- 
ever. We've donefothing but eat 
and sleep for a week. We are filthy 
and bored stiff, but we’re both fit 
and well treated.” 


FORMER MISSOURI U. FOOTBALL 
STAR FOUND SHOT T8 DEATH 


Harvey R. (Pete) Jackson Appar- 
ently Ended Life in Second 
Attempt in Baltimore.

BALTIMORE, Sept. 22.—Lying 
on newspapers spread at the end 
of a pier, the body of Harry R. 
(Pete) Jackson of St. Joseph, Mo. 
Former University of Missouri foot- 
ball star, was found here today 
with a bullethole through his head. 
A pistol lay beside the body. Po- 
lice said it apparently was a case 
of suicide. 

In May Jackson attempted to kill 
himself in a Baltimore hotel, tak- 
ing an overdose of a drug. He left 
a note saying his deed was prompt- 
ed by his wife’s actions. / 


Jackson was expelled from Mis- 
souri University in 1926 on charges 
made by a young woman following 
a drinking party and for cheating 
in an examination. 


REDUCTION IN U. S. WORKERS 


3055 Employes Retired Since July 1 
| for Economy. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Re- 
tirement of 3055 Federal employes 
because of the economy law since 
July 1 .was shown today by the 
|Civil Service Commission, along 
with a report that* Government 
personnel totaled 575,366 Aug. 31, 
a reduction of 13,300 from the cor- 
responding date last year. 

There were Only 64 fewer per- 
manent employes in the 64,795 
serving in Washington on Aug. 31, 
but the Commission explained that 
hundreds of others were on ex- 
tended furloughs, made necessary 
by the economy law to prevent 
discharges. Temporary employes 
here numbered 2464, a reduction of 
3562. Field employes totaled 6038,- 
107, divided into 474,185 permanent

HAD BEEN DEPRESSED 
ABOUT HIS HEALTH 


He Resided With His Son- 
in-Law and Daughter 
Who Did Not Hear Him 

- Prepare for Jump. 


Isaac K. Watelsky, 80-year-old 
merchant, leaped to his death early 
today from his fourth-floor apart- 
ment at 625 South Skinker road. 
His body, fully clothed, was found 
on the grass beneath a’ bathroom 
window at 6 a. m. 

John Cook, the apartment house 
janitor who made the discovery, 
went to the fourth-floor apartment 
and awakened Watelsky’s son-in- 
law and daughter, Mr. and Mrs. 
David B. Goldman, with whom he 
resided. 

Examination of the apartment 
showed that a screen in the bath- 
room had been torn from its lower 
fastenings and had been propped 
open with an. umbrella, which ap- 
parently had also been used in 
forcing it open. Under the window 
sill, which is four and a half feet 
from the floor, stood a stool. 

Goldman told policemen that 
Watelsky, a widower, had been in 
ill health ‘since a paralytic stroke 
suffered last January, and had been 
depressed about his physical condi- 
tion. He had maintained his posi- 
tion as president of the Progress 
Stores Co., a general merchandise 
concern at 4101 Manchester ave- 
nue, but latterly had not been ac- 
tive in his work there. 

Last evening he visited relatives, 
but was home at 11 o'clock and 
retired to his room. Mr. and Mrs.

CHICAGO SEEKING RELIEF LOAN 
OF $8,100,000 FROM R. F. C. 


Official to Close Charity Stations 
to Save Lives of the 
Attendants.

CHICAGO, Sept. 22.—Corpora- 
tion Counsel William H. Sexton de- 
parted with a party of city and 
State officials for Washington this 
afternoon to negotiate with Re- 
construction Finance. Corporation 
directors for a loan of $8,100,000 to 
keep relief work going here until 
the State Legislature provides 
funds. 

If the emergency relief stations 
are forced to close Saturday for 
want of money, Sexton said, Chi- 
cago will be “a shambles within a 
week.” 

“They talk about keeping the re- 
lief stations open after Saturday, 
but giving out no more orders for 
food,” he said. “I will close the 
stations to save the lives of the at- 
tendants. The stations, of course, 
would be utterly wrecked and car- 
ried away for fuel. The country, 
and especially Washington, is 
asleep. Fifty-three counties in II- 
linois, including all the cities, are 
filled with people who have to be 
fed to prevent them from starving 
to death.”

One at Senator Davis’ ‘Lot- 
tery’ Trial Says She Got | 
$200, Another $5000 in 
Charity Ball Event. 


TRYING TO SHOW 
PERSONAL PROFITS 


Prosecution Hopes to Prove 
That Director General 
Knew and Approved of 
Alleged Lotteries. 


By the Aesociated Press. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—A dozen 


witnesses at today’s session of the 
trial of United States Senator 
James J. Davis, who is charged 
with participating in lotteries the 
Government says were conducted 


by the Loyal Order of Moose, were 
called to show that tickets which 
the prosecution calls lottery tick- 
ets were printed, on orders by au- 
thorized agents of the Moose, and 
that they were delivered. 

Two women testified to buying 
such tickets, winning cash prizes, 
and going to Moose lodges to, col- 
lect their money. 

The Government charged in the 
prosecution’s opening address to 
the jury that Davis, as life-long di- 
rector-general of the fraternal or- 
der, must know of all activities of 
the organization and the so-called 
lotteries could not have been con- 
ducted without his knowledge and 
approval. 

26,000,000 Tickets Printed. 

James W. Reed, a solicitor for a 
Scranton (Pa.) printer, identified 
alleged lottery tickets printed by 
his firm in 1931. 

He testified that the tickets were 
ordered by Bernard C. McGuire in 
New York. McGuire has been 
named, along with Theodore G. 
Miller, as one of the chief pro- 
moters of the Moose charity balls. 
Miller refused to testify yesterday. 
Reed said his firm printed 609,684 
books of tickets (it had been pre- 
viously brought out that each book 
eontained 40 tickets to sell at 50 
cents each). Reed said some of 
the books he printed contained 
only 12 tickets. He said McGuirs 
instructed him to send the printing 
bill to “Loyal Order of Moose, New 
York.” : 

It was brought out that a print- 
ing company printed 151,925 books 
of 12 tickets each in addition to 
the 609,684 books of 40, making 
the total number of tickets 26,210,- 
460, with a total sales value of 
$13,105,230. 


Women Tell of Winning. 

Wilfred Weiss of New York, a 
member of the Moose, testified that 
he bought a book of charity ball 
tickets in 1931 and sold five tickets, 
he said, to Mrs. Catherine Haffner. 
Mrs. Haffner, about 25, testified 
that she bought several tickets and 
won a prize of $200. 

“Where did you collect the 
money ?’’ Prosecutor Trealiwell 
asked. “At the Moose Club on 
Broadway,” she said. She testified 
she did not attend the charity call. 
She was told she had a chance to 
win money, she said. . 

Mrs. Mary Mychelin testified that 
she bought two tickets for her twin 
3-year-old dauzhters, and one of 
them won $5000. She said she col- 
lected the money at Astoria Loige 
of the Moose. 


William McClain, Negro, a ship- 
per for the Marcus Mayer Printing 
Co., testified he delivered tickets 
to the Loyal Order of Moose in 
Philadelphia. | 

Miss Betty Danvers testified she 
was employed at a sub postoffice 
in Scranton, Pa., and identified a 
receipt she had signed for a parcel 
post shipment of the alleged loitery 
tickets. | 

Other witnesses testified to de- 
livery of tickets from Scranton in 
New York. 

Some Packages Came Open. 

M. 8. Cogan, a route agent fo 
the Railway Express Agency of 
Philadelphia, said he saw, by ac- 
cident, the contents of a package 
sent by express. He identified. an 
alleged lottery ticket book as “‘sim- 
ilar’ to the packages’ contents. 

‘“‘Where were these packages de- 
livered?” he was asked. “I couldn't 
name any one place now,” he an- 
swered, “They went broadcast over 
the country, particularly in the 
East.” 


“How , many packages were 
there?” “I would say a hundred 
thousand.” 

Cogan explained that 25 or more 
packages came open. -He said some 
of them contained Hterature adver- 
tising the alleged lottery and tell-/ 
ing of prizes.

HOOVER ASKED 10 AUT 
AGAINST RAIL PAY GUI 


Labor Executives’ Urge Gov- 
ernment to Insist. on No 
Change in Making Loans.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Say- 
ing there were “hopeful signs that 
the depression may have run iis 
course,” a delegation representing 
the Railway Labor Executives’ As- 
sociation today presented a statc- 
ment to President Hoover object- 
ing to reduction in railway wages. 

Presented by A. F. Whitney, 
chairman of the association, the 
“when 
the Government is called on to lend 
public money to the railroads, the 
Government can at the same time 
properly insist that the railroads 
shall refrain from starting or from 
joining in any suicidal program to 
reduce wages and to curtail serv- 
ices and thereby to nullify the ef- 
forts of the Government to pro- 
mote economic recovery.” 

The leaders of railway labor un- 
ions and brotherhoods who called 
today at the White House, yester- 
day rejected a suggestion for a 
conference with railroad operators, 
looking toward an additional 194 
per cent wage reduction. 

The statement presented to Pres- 
ident Hoover today said revival of 
business activity would depend in 
the long run upon “the mainte- 
nance of the standards of living 
which the industries of the nation 
have developed. 

“We bring this matter to the at- 
tention of the President,” it said, 
“particularly because in line with 
his policy the Government has 
been extending the aid of the na- 
tional credit to maintain the credit 
of the railroads. We point out that 
the railroads, while suffering from 
a severe loss of traffic, are receiv- 
ing the same revenues ro even in- 
creased revenues for the services 
they render. 

“Therefore, the attempted justi- 
fication for the payment of lower 
wages which is advanced by em- 
ployers who have been compelled 
to reduce materially the prices of 
their products, cannot be urged as 
any justification for reducing the 
wages of railway labor....

The monthly report of the Inter- 
nal Revenue Bureau shows the 
new taxes are increasing so fast 
that prospects are they will cut 
down the $395,788,278 deficit piled 


up since July 1. 

The gasoline tax alone in August 
brought in $8,944,857, as compared 
with the $538,461 reported for July. 
The tax on checks amounted to 
$3,364,251, against $1,094,287 last 
month. 

The gasoline tax and many of 
the others gaining reflected, Treas- 
ury officials said, the steady ex- 
haustion of tax-free stocks, accum- 
ulated before the new law went 
into effect. Besides, slow collec- 
tion of some of the taxes has re- 
tarded early receipts and officials 
think many have not yet reached 
their normal volume. 

$886,655 Auto Taxes. 

New taxes on August automobile 
sales and motor cycles amounted 
to $886,655. They were $47,629 
the previous month. Motor trucks 
returned $101,342, compared with 
$3331, reperted in July. Automo- 
bile parts and accessories returne: 
$224,241 in place of July’s $42,452. 

The tax on radios increased 
from $32,848 in July to $76,445 in 
August, while the tax on cameras 
and lenses, which in July totaled 
$452, brought in $10,663. Candy 
and chewing gum taxes accounted 
for $176,762 of the total collec- 

tions, while in July they returned 
only $52,324, and soft drinks at- 
tested their steady popularity ty 
bringing tm $337,462, compared 
with $89.569 last month. 

The electrical energy tax re- 
turned $967,612, compared with 
$32,196, and the-tax on tires and 
tubes brought in $1,587,732 against 
July's $96,057. The increased tax 
en issues of stocks and bends 
brought in $1,500,445, and that on 
transfers of capital stock returned 
$2,021,795. The former was an in- 
crease of $16,000 over July and the 
latter an increase of $688,000, due 
chiefly to increased stock market 
trading. 


Oils Return $822,775.

775, against $6,395 last month, 
and brewers’ wort, malt and grape 
concentrates breught in $356,217, 
compared with $221,359.

For the two months of the fiscal 
year, July and August, covered by 
the bureau’s report, the total of 
taxes collected amounted to $141,- 
626;778, as compared with $142,- 
563.398 im the same period iast 
year. The lesser total this. year 
was caused by a decrease of $12,- 
482,790 in July from the same 
month of last year. 

While the new taxes moved up- 
ward, income taxes continued 
down, bringing im $15,083,057. 
This was a drop of $1,600,000 for 
the month and of $10,150,000 from 
last August.

Hidden in the weeds nearby po- 
lice found an automobile. stolen 
from an automobile agency at 4935 
Natural Bridge avenue a month 
ago. Turnbaugh, police said, ad- 
mitted he and Krebs had parked 
it there. At Krebs’ home, 2314 
Wise avenue, Overland, two more 
automobiles were found, one of 
which was identified as having 
been stolen recently from Robert 
Kilpatrick, 3925 Barrett street. An 
automatic pistol was also found at 
Krebs’ home, police reported. 

Krebs, 30 years old, was convict- 
ed of robbery and assault to kill in 
1921 and was sentenced to 15 years 
in prison.

New 
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Born Infant Saved 


By Firemen With Inhalator 


Regular: Breathing Established at East St. 
Louis Hospital—Baby Being Kept 
in Incubator. 


Baby Mann, one day old and 
weighing two pounds, lay in an in- 
cubator at St. Mary’s Hospital, 
East St. Louis, today, breathinz 


without the help of the apparatus 
which yesterday resuscitated him 
repeatedly after his tiny lungs ha‘ 
ceased to function. 

Baby Mann is the son of Mr. ana 
Mrs. Edward Mann of 8503 State 
street, East St. Louis, the father 
being a street railway repair man. 
He was to have been a Christmas 
baby, but yesterday at noon the 
family physician, Dr. C. «. Kane, 
was called, and soon afterward 
the newly-born infant was being 
rushed to St. Mary's, while a cal) 
was sent to the Fire Department 
for loan of its new resuscitation 
apparatus. 

The little form was almost life- 
less when the resuscitator was ap- 
plied, and the flow of oxygen and 
carbon dioxide into the lungs was 
begun. So many times that the 
physician and hospital attendants 
lost count, breathing stopped, but 
was resumed with the help of the 
gas mixture, of which oxygen was 
95 per cent. 


Use of the apparatus continued 
through most of the night, until, 
at 3 a. m. today, the breathing 
process was so well established 
that it could be removed. Since 
that time, the gas mixture has 
been flowing into the air in froni 
of the baby’s nose and mouth, while 
the little body begins the incuba- 
tion process of growth. Dr. Kane 
says it has a chance for life anj 
normal development. : 

The apparatus, recently acquired 
by the Fire Department, is known 
as a resuscitator and inhalator, 
having two functions which are 
performed alternately. First, the 
resuscitator forces the lungs to 
act, and then, by the turn of a 
lever, the inhalator ,; umps the gas 
mixture into the lungs. The cap 
fits tightly over the  patient’s 
mouth. 

Fireman Al Martz is in charge 
of the apparatus, which was used 
successfully in restoring a nearly- 
drowned youth the past summer. 
Martz worked with Dr. Kane 
through the afternoon and night 
on Raby Mann, and nine tanks of 
oxygen were used before regular 
breathing was established.

MILKMAN KILLED 
WHEN AUTO HITS, 


John O’Loughlin Thrown 
to Pavement in Collision 
at Union Blvd. and Nat- 
ural Bridge Ave. 


John O'Loughlin, a driver for 
the Pevely Dairy Co., was killed 
shortly after 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing when his wagon was struck by 
an automobile at Union boulevard 
and Natural Bridge avenue. 

The driver of the automobile said 
he was Wesley J. Hale. a filling 
Station attendant, of 56404 North 
Broadway. 

The milk wagon was upset by the 
collision and O’ Loughlin was 
thrown to the pavement. The ter- 
rified horse ran with the over- 
turned wagon, dragging it a block 
east on Natural Bridge avenue and 
strewing milk and broken bottles 
over the street. 

O'Loughlin had been proceeding 
south on Union boulevard and was 
making a left turn to go east on 
Natural Bridge, which is being 
widened. Hale was northbound on 
Union. His automobile, after strik- 
ing the wagon, ran across the strect 
and over the sidewalk. 

Hale escaped with minor injuries 
but O'Loughlin was dead when 
taken to Christian Hospital. His 
Skull was fractured. 

O'Loughlin was 30 years old and 
the father of two small children. 

At 5 o'clock this morning, three 
hours after the accident, his widow 
was approached by a man who said 
he was a lawyer and wanted to 
represent her in filing a claim for 
damages. :

as well as for the Manhattan Rail- 
way Co.” | 

Johnson’s action secks to oust 
Victor J. Dowling, presiding Jus- 
tice of the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court, and Thomas 
E. Murray Jr. as receivers for the 
Interborough, and William Rob- . 
erts as receiver for the Manhattan 
company.

Mayor A. G. Schmedeman of Mad- 
ison was the winner of the Demo- 
cratic nomination. 

Political experts pointed out that 
the Democrats, who have been 
submerged in the Liberal-Stalwart 
Republican fight for a quarter of 
a century, marked about 150,000 
ballots Tuesday. Two years ago 
their total vote was only 17,000. 
Democratic leaders contended that 
many who voted in the Republican 
primary would switch to the Dem- 
ecratic column in November. They 


cited the 247,000 votes cast in the 
contest for delegates to the Dem- 
ecratic National Convention last 
spring. | 

The veteran Senator John J. 
Blaine was defeated for renomina- 
tion by John B. Chapple, youthful 
editor, by more than 17,000 votes. 
F. Ryan Duffy of Fond du Lac, 
unopposed for the Democratic sen- 
atorial nomination, polled a heavy 
vote. 

Theodore Dammann, candidate 


| for re-election as Secretary of 


State, apparently was the only 
La Follette supporter on the State 
ticket who won nomination. Sol 
Levitan, 70-year-old Progressive 
State Treasurer, was defeated. 

The Conservatives got an ever 
break in the State’s 10 Congres- 
sional Districts, provided that one 
district, now in doubt, nominated 
a Conservative. In the last Wis- 
consin delegation to Congress, the 
Conservatives were outnumbered 
eighttotwo. One of the Congresm- 
men then allotted to Wisconsin was 
a Democrat. A reagportionment 
made necessary by the 1930 census 
reduced the number of districts 
from 11 to 10. 

In these 10 districts virtually 
complete returns show that the 
Progressives have nominated five 
Congressional candidates and the 
Conservatives four. In one district, 
the Fifth, in Milwaukee County, 
the result hinges on gix precincts 
which were sealed before official 
counting. 

Democrats this year will put up 
a fight in all 10 districts. 

Three Progressive Congressmen 
were defeated in Tuesday’s pri- 
mary. They were Representatives 
Thomas R. Amlie in the First Dis- 
trict, and John M. Nelson and 
Charlies A. Kading in the Second 
District. Nelson and Kading were 
thrown against each other and a 
Conservative by reapportionment, 
and both of them lost. 

Conservatives nominated are 
George Blanchard in the First Dis- 
trict; John B. Gay, Second: Con- 
gressman John C. Schafer, Fourth, 
and Louis J. Fellenz, in the Sixth. 
In the Fifth District, Congressman 
William H. Stafford, a Conserva- 
tive, faces chance of elimination.

Jefferson, advocated adoption na- 
tionally of the six-hour day and 
the five-day week to end the un- 
em ployment. 

A great many industries. have 
adopted the five-day week but few 
have taken-the other step of the 
six-hour day, Green said, and the! 
benefit of the plan depends on the 
universality. of its adoption in both 
phases. 

“There has not been much no- 
ticeable effect nationally of the 
shorter working hour plan, be2ause 


the American Federation of Labor | 


has not been able to get industry 
to see that if adopted by every ne, 
it would take the slack out of un- 
employment,” Green said. 

Green said the five-day week nad 
been adopted by_the Standard Oil 
Co. of New Jersey, various manu- 
facturers of rubber goods, some 
building contractors, employers in 
miscellaneous trades, and the Kel- 
logg company of Battle Creek, 
Mich. 

The standard hourly rate of pay 
was continued by most of the em- 
ployers, Green said. The result 
has been that more men got em- 
ployment through a more even dis- 
tribution of labor, and although 
working shorter hours, their week- 
ly earnings incpeased. 

At the Kellogg plant the hourly 
rate of pay was increased, Green 
said, because the workers showed 
an increased hourly efficiency of 
production under the six-hour-a- 
day plan. The company operated 
on four six-hour shifts and discov- 
ered an .increased production for 
each shift than at any six-hour pe- 
riod in the abandoned eight-hour 
day plan. 

“There is no doubt in my mind 
that the five-day week and the 
shorter work day eventually will 
be adopted,” Green asserted. “We 
have to do one of two things, adopt 
shorter hours or discard machin- 
ery. It is impractical to discard 
machinery because industry is too 
highly mechanized. Hand labor 
brings more toil, discomfiture and 
less leisure. To replace machines 
by hand labor only makes the task 
of the working man greater and 
production less.”’ 

“Our fight is not against the ma- 
chine but against inequitable dis- 
tribution of the benefits of the ma- 
chine. The worker never has got- 
ten his share of machine profits, 
which were appropriated by owners 
of industry. If the worker had 
received his share, the depression 
would not have happened. When 
he does receive it, if ever, the buy- 
ing power will be returned to the 
hands of the masses, retail sales 
will increase, and the depression 
will .begin to pass,”” Green con- 
cluded. 

He will address the convention 
on organization affairs. Matthew 
Woll, third vice-president of the 
Federation, also is attending the 
sessions, and is scheduled to speak.

Plaintiff Finds Guy A. Thomp- 
son Didn’t Become Director 
Till. Nov. 11, 1931. 


Guy A. Thompson, St. Louis law- 
yer and president of the American 
Bar Association, has been dropped 
from the list of defendants in the 
suit filed in Federal Court Monday 
by stockholders seeking appoint- 
ment of a receiver for the St. 
Louis-San Francisco Railway Co., 
and accounting by directors for al- 
leged mismanagement and conspir- 
acy with bankers for private profit 
at the expense of the company. 

As a member of the board of 
directors, Thompson was included 
as an individual defendant. E. M. 
Grossman, attorney for the com- 
plaining stockholders, said today he 
had dismissed the case as to 
Thompson because he had learned 
the acts complained of occurred 
before Thompson's election to the 
board. Grossman sent this state- 
ment to the press: 

“T learn that Guy A. Thompson, 
who was made a party defendant 
in the suit recently filed against 
the Frisco Railroad and others in 
the United States District Court for 
the Eastern Judicial District of 
Missouri, was not elected a director 
of the St. Louis-San Francisco 
Railway Co. until Nov. 11, 1931, 
and that all the matters complained 
of in the petition occurred prior to 
that date except the promulgation 
of the proposed plan and agree- 
ment of readjustment, the adoption 
of which the litigation seeks to 
prevent. ; 

“Under these circumstances Mr. 
Thompson is not subject to any 
responsibility and I gladly dismiss 
the case against him. It is unfor- 
tunate that his membership on the 
board of directors caused him to 
be made a party defendant. Mr. 
Thompson's position at the bar and 
the high regard I and all members 
of the bar have for him entitle him 
to every possible consideration.”

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SIGNALS TO PUT 


PLAY IN MOTION; 


BEARS TO SHIFT 
LINE AND BACKS 


By James M. Gould. 


Two distinct styles of offense 
will be shown by the Washington 
Bears and the St. Louis Billikens 
in their opening games, next week. 
This year, under” Coach Jimmy 


Conzelman, the Bears have adopt- | 


ed the shift; last year, they used— 
no pun intended—a “shiftless” sys- 
tem. 

The Billikens have had the No- 
tre Dame shift for several seasons 
and it has become an integral part 
of Coach Walsh’s system. The two 
“shifts,” however, are entirely dif- 


ferent. And, the main point of vr 


difference is this—at Washington, 
the Bears shift both line and back- 
field; at St. Louis, only the backs 
change position. 

The theory at Washington is 
that, by shifting both line and back- 
field, the attack can operate with 
either a balanced or unbalanced 
line. Naturally, the opposing play- 
ers have to guess which style of 
play will be used. At St. Louis, 
there never is an “unbalanced” line. 

Another point of difference is in 
the methods of using the quarter- 
back. On the Billikens’ team, the 
quarter, once he’s out there on the 
field, is in supreme charge. He 
gives the signals without any ball- 
carrying worries; he has time to 
size up the several situations and 
adapt his attack accordingly with- 
out the need to do any ball-toting. 
At Washington, at present, at least, 
the shortage of quarterbacks may 
make it necessary for one of the 
ball-carriers to call signals while 
the quarter becomes just a block- 
ing back. This Washington situa- 
tion is not the ideal one, of course, 
but one made necessary by the 
present material. 

Both Use Signals, Not “Huddle.” 

Neither the Bears nor the Billi- 
kens will use the “huddle.” The 
Bears may “get together” before 
certain plays for a few seconds, 
but the team will snap into action 
from signals barked out by who- 
ever has been chosen as the “loud 
speaker” for that particular con- 
test. 

Naturally, each coach prefers his 
own system. While Glenn Warner 
has been credited with the shift 
now being used by the Bears, 
Howard Jones probably first used 
it when he shifted both line and 
backs while coaching at Iowa. He 
took the idea with him to Yale and 
later to Southern California. For 
& year or two, Jones dropped the 
plan on the coast, but last year re- 
vived it with a few added “mill- 
ing” frills which added to its de- 
ceptiveness, 

Present situations at the two lo- 
cal universities also differ. As 
things stand now, Coach Conzelman 
has no line worries but would like 


‘to have a few heavier backs, while 


Coach Walsh, at St. Louis, appears 
to be quite satisfied with his back- 
field, but figures he could use a 
few more men on the line. It is 
entirely probable that, in the next 
10 days, both coaches will have 
worked out plans to “brighten the 
corners” they now figure to be 
“dim.” 

_ These are strenuous days at both 
football camps. Life is just one 
scrimmage after another for the 
candidates. Yesterday, both var- 
sity teams scrimmaged against 
other varsity material with so- 
called first string backs behind 
second-string lines and vice versa. 
The Billikens, after Saturday, will 
give their freshmen the McKendree 
College plays, while the Bears’ var- 
sity men will have to battle among 
themselves because of the lateness 
ts the freshmen squad in report- 
ng. 


Hot Off the Gridiron. 

Standing out in the Washington 
scrimmage yesterday were George 
Heitmeyer at guard, Bill Connett 
at tackle, John Kane, halfback, 
Leonard Bush, the blocking back 
on whom Conzelman is depending 
SO greatly this season, Ken Koer- 
ner of last year’s freshman back- 
field, and Joe Walka, at end. 


According to present plans, Bush 
and Frederickson will do the kick- 
ing for the Bears with Hedenkamp 
being used under certain conditions. 


Larry McDougall, thé big ex- 
Roosevelt High tackle, seems cer- 
tain to make the Bears an excel- 
lent running-mate for Vandover at 
guard. 


Burrus Schumacher, the  Billi- 
kens’ back, has a cut over one eye 
but is sure to see service in the 
McKendree game. 


There's plenty of competition at 
St. Louis U. in several positions. 
According to Walsh, no one has yet 
actually “cinched” his position. 
However, it would not be surpris- 
ing if George McGowan was pretty 
certain to be on one end, Capt. Bill 
O’Brien at tackle and Arenz, Rapp,

He CAN Wrestle. 


ESEK has long, in this writ- 

er’s opinion, been a wonderful 
wrestling asset. It has been a 
matter of remark on the part of 
many who have tried to solve 
the curves and shoots of wres- 
tling promotion, that -Pesek has 
not before this become “cham- 
pion” of the Bowser, Curley or 
Packs groups, the Big Three of 
wrestling promotion. 


The story lies in the past. 
In the beginning, when Lewis 
was still great and Pesek was— 
in the minds of many—even 
greater, John belonged to the San- 
dow group. Billy Sandow man- 
aged Lewis. His brother man- 
aged Pesek. A challenger of 
Lewis was invited first to show 
his wares against Pesek. John 
became “policeman” for Ed 
Lewis. We do not mean to say 
that Pesek could have beaten 
Lewis. He might; then again he 
might not. But his policing of 
the championship enabled Ed to 
roll around the country “defend- 
ing his title’ against Tom, Dick 
and Harry, reaping a harvest 
without the terrible misery of 
having to go into training for.a 
serious bout against an opponent 
who could not be trusted to “‘be- 
have.” 


Lewis wanted to do his barn- 
storming stuff without the threat 
of being doublecrossed while out 
of condition. And Pesek was the 
answer to his manager’s prayer.

Pesek Champion—for a Minute 


HEN Lewis wandered into 

strange trails and affiliated 
with the built-up strong man 
Wayne Munn and the flying 
tackle marvel, Gus Sonnenberg, 
in what were called wrestling ti- 
tle bouts, John drifted into 
other realms. He lined up with 
local wrestling promotions, ap- 
pearing here in several important 
events. 

When Stecher regained the ti- 
tle John became more ¢ than 
usually intimate. He wormed his 
way into the Londos-Stecher 
group and finally was given a 
match with Champion Stecher in 
Los Angeles. 

What happened there is his- 
tory. John came to life, quite 
unexpectedly. He threw Stecher, 
once; then he gained a second 
fall. The referee tapped him on 
the back. “A new world cham- 
pion,” roared the crowd. 

But that was premature. The 
referee later reversed himself 
and declared that Pesek had lost 
the title on a foul. Stecher was 
still champion. 

That was tough for John. But 
the worst was yet to come. 
Pesek soon began to lose to men 
who had no right to beat him, 
according to previous records. 
It was whispered that he was 
being made to “pay through the 
nose” for surprising Joe Stecher, 
but that of course was just 
gossip. 


Birth of a “Lone Wolf.” 


HAT is certain is this: that 

one day Pesek, tired of his 
false position, quit all affiliation 
with wrestling groups. He went 
out on his own. He sas deter- 
mined to settle the cham- 
pionship definitely and on the 
up-and-up. He went under the 
management of Al Haft and 
soon the welkin resounded with 
challenges and charges. 

And, believe us, Bo, there is 
no one who can challenge or 
allegate like a bereaved wrestler. 
But it all came to nothing. The 
challenges passed unheeded. 
The certified checks were flaunt- 
ed in vain. The Lone Wolf 
prowled about the folds of Bow- 
ser, Sandow and Curley without 
getting a single stray. 

In desperation Pesek went to 
Australia for a couple of winters 
and although he made some 


For years John, and his man- . 


later when the National 
Association, holding its 
nose between finger and thumb, 
took up the wrestling situation 
and decided to look into it with 
a view to fumigating it. , 

It arranged a title tournament 
from which everyone but Londos 
and Pesek fled. They finally, 
after much bickering, were 
matched to wrestle for the N. 
B. A. title in Columbus, O. 

The wrestling committee of 
the N. B. A. was delegated to 
name a referee and it selected 
Charles Rentrop of Memphis. 
Under protest Haft accepted for 
Pesek, although it was known 
that Rentrop had both wrestled 
and promoted under the auspices 
with ‘which Londos was con- 
nected. 

Perhaps it was this fact that 
one day percolated into the mind 
of a horse that John Pesek was 
riding and so angered the beast 
that he threw Pesek, breaking 
his collar bone and compelling 
the calling off of the show. 


At any rate, Pesek was hurt 
in that manner and the bout 
did not take place—Pesek had 
had his fill of what a hostile 
referee could do to him. 


It was one of the things that 
gave color to Jimmy Londos’ sub- 
sequent claim to the National 
Boxing Association championship. 
To this the N. B. A.’s retort was 
to fix its gas mask in position 
and declare that it was through 
forever with wrestling. 


Good Promotion. 


HATEVER you may think 

about the ins and outs, the 
ups and downs and the sweet and 
sour scents of wrestling in gen- 
eral, o..e is bound to admit that 
those who thought of the idea of 
bringing out Pesek to offer.as a 
counter attraction against the 
Lewis, Shikat and Sonnenberg 
title claimants, had ae great 
noodle. We credit Tom Packs 
with having figured out the 
Pesek plan. 


The advent of Pesek to. the 
Londos group rounds out the 
circuit with a lot of capable 
wrestlers who may or may not do 
any real wrestling. No other cir- 
cuit can show today so many men 
generally credited with being top 
rank showmen, who always ap- 
pear in condition. At least four 
are ranked with the leaders 
among those who could stand up 
if it came to a genuine wrestling 
match. 


Not only are Pesek, Steele, 
Dusek, Londogs and one or two 
others of the Packs circuit able 
to wrestle on even terms with 
any four the other circuits com- 
bined might produce, but they 
seem always in better condition 
than Lewis, Sherry, Sonnenberg 
and the big names of the rival 
group.

A few months ago the Packs- 
Londos group broke with Curley. 
Uniess Londos sizns to wrestle 
Lewis by Oct. 1, Londos will con- 
tinue to be barred in New York 
and Pennsylvania, the two states 
that first accepted Jim as cham- 
pion. : 

That possibly will keep the 
Packs group. out of Boston, New 
York and Philadelphia. But the 
local promoters are by no means 
whipped in their fight. 

. In every other center than the 
three cities namec, the Londos- 
Packs circus is in the ascendant.

Frank Lo Iacono, the second of 
12 persons tried for rioting at City 
Hall July 11, last, during’ a Com- 
munist demonstration, took the 


ler in Court of Criminal Correction, 


denied police allegations that he 
incited the crowd to enter the 
building by force and accused po- 
lice of beating him after his arrest 
two days later. 

Lo Iacono, who is an unemployed 
presser, living at 5577 Ridge ave- 
nue, admitted he was one of a 
committee of three selected to go 
to the Mayor’s office to see what 
had become of a previous commit- 
tee of 12 which had gone in to see 
the Mayor. 

Denied admittance to the build- 
ing, he picked up a megaphone 
and began to tell the crowd about 
it, he testified, when a gas bomb 
whizzed over his head and he fled, 

Police asserted that he urged the 
crowd toe. “sweep aside the poli- 
ticians and cops” and enter the 
building, and later called for for. 
mer service men to follow 60 
women in an effort to storm the 
doors. 


Lo Iacono firmly denied the po- 
lice testimony, producing a rosary 
from his pocket and declaring that 
he was “too religfous a man” to 
encourage such violence. 

After his arrest July 13 at 
Twentieth and Market streets 
where police had gathered in &. 
pectation of a Communist meeting 
which did not materialize, Lo 
Iacono asserted he was roughly 
handled at police headquarters. 


Somebody punched him while 
he was being booked, he testified, 
and later a_ detective, whom he 
named, took him from his cell, hit 
him on the head and kicked him. 
Another detective, whom he said 
he did not know, also hit him, he 
testified. The defense concluded 
with his testimony. 

Associate Prosecuting Attorney 
Hough Announced he would ques- 
tion police today regarding Lo 
Iacono’s charges of brutality. Un- 
der cross-examination Lo Iacono 
admitted that although he was un- 
employed and in straitened circum- 
stances he owned an automobile 
which was operated sometimes on 
gasoline furnished by the Unem- 
ployed Councils of St. Louis, a 
Communist organization. 

The first of: the defendants in 
the rioting cases was Ulee Ivy, a 
Negro, who was acquitted.

Text of Roosevelt’s Speech 
On Public Utility Regulation 


By the Associated Press. 
_ PORTLAND, Ore., Sept. 22. 
F OLLOWING is the tezt of the 
speech by Gov, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt here last night on th 
power question: | 


I have journeyed many times to 
this beautiful Pacific Coast but I 
want to assure you that I have 
never comprehended, as I have 
this time, the warmth of your hos- 
pitality, the greatness of your re- 
sources and opportunities and, I 
want to add with all earnestness, 
the great importance of the prob- 
iem that I am discussing tonight. 

I have come, not primarily to 
speak but, rather, to hear—not to 
teach, but to learn. I want to hear 
of- your problems, to understand 
them and to consider them as the} 
bear on the larger scene of national 
interest. , 

I have strengthened the belief 
that I have had for a long time 
and that I have constantly set 
forth in my speeches and papers 
in my work as Governor of the 
State of New York, that the ques- 
tion of power, of electrical devel- 
opment and distribution, is prim- 
arily a national problem. 

Speaking in the language of the 
navy with which I was associated 
for many eventful years, I want at 
the outset of this discussion to take 
my bearings, to know my destina- 
tion, to chart my course. In dis- 
cussing electrical power, the speak- 
er, like a ship sailing in danger- 
ous water, must avoid not only 
unseen shoals and rocky reefs—he 
must also be on his guard against 
false lights on the shore. His only 
protection against all of these dan- 
gers is to set squarely and fairly 
before him the course that he must 
steer. Let me do that in a few 
sentences. 


Basic Element of Problem. 


As I see it the object of govern- 
ment is the welfare of the pepole, 
the liberty of people to carry on 
their business should not be 
abridged unless the larger interest 
of the many are concerned. When 
the interest of the many are con- 


‘cerned the interest of the few must 


yield. It is the purpose of gov- 
ernment to see, not only that the 
legitimate interests of the few are 
protected, but that the welfare and 
rights of the many are conserved. 
Those are the principles which we 
must remember in any considera- 
tion of this question. This, I take 
it, is sound government—not poli- 
tics. Those are the essential basic 
conditions under which govern- 
ment can be of service. 

It is scarcely necessary to teil 
you this, out here on the Pacific 
Coast. In no other section of the 
country has there been a greater 
interest in Government and a more 
intelligent application of the prin- 
ciples of sound government in its 
legislation and in the action of the 
administrative authorities; and no- 
where, may I add, are the people 
less bound by mere political fac- 
tionalism than here. 

When questions like these are 
under consideration we are not 
Democrats, we are not Republicans 
—we are a people united in a com- 
mon patriotism. This is the. spirit 
of my entire campaign. If the 
spirit and the method that I am 
applying to publid questions is in 
line with that of progressive citi- 
zens of parties other than my own, 
I invite them to join me now, as I 
have invited them many times be- 
fore. In the face of present na- 
tional emergencies we must dis- 
tinguish between parties and their 
leaders. 

When the great possessions that 
belong to all of us—that belong to 
the nation—are at stake, we are 
not partisans, we are Americans. 


Need of Ciear Speaking. 


It is, therefore, fitting that I 
should choose this great stage of 
the coast to set forth my ideas re- 
specting the question of electrical 
power, and to discuss it not onty 
with you here in Portland and in 
Oregon, but with all of the people 
in all of the states to whom this 
subject is a concern affecting their 
individual lives. 

This subject has been discussed 
so much in complex languages, in 
terms which only a lawyer can un- 
derstand or in figures which only 
accountants can, understand, that 
there is need for bringing it back 
into the realm ef simple, honest

terms understood by millions of our 
citizens. 

This is particularly true because 
there has not only been lack of in- 
formation—and information diffi- 
cult to understand—but there has 
been in the past few years, as the 
Federal Trade Commission. has 
shown, a systematic, Subtle, delib- 
erate and unprincipled campaign 
of misinformation; of propaganda, 
and if I may use the words, of lies 
and falsehoods. The spreading of 
this information has been bought 
and paid for by certain great pri- 
vate utility corporations. It has 
permeated the schools, the edi- 
torial columns of newspapers, the 
activities of political parties, the 
universities and the printed litera- 
ture in our book stores. A false 
public policy has been spread 
throughout the land, through the 
use of every means, from the inno- 
cent school teacher down to a cer- 
tainly less innocent former chair- 
man of the Republican National 


Committee itself. 


An Historical Illustration. 

Let us go back to the beginning 
of this subject. What is a public 
utility? Let me take you back 300 
years to old King,James of En- 
gland. The reign of this King is 
remembered for many great events, 
two of them in particular. He 
gave us a great translation of the 
Bible and, through his Lord Chan- 
cellor, a great statement of public 
policy. 

It was in the days when 
Shakespeare was writing “Hamlet” 
and when the English were set- 
tling Jamestown, when a_ public 
outcry arose in England from 
travelers who sought to cross the 
deeper streams and rivers by 
means of ferry boats. Obviously 
these ferries, which were needed to 
connect the highway on one side 
with the highway on the other, 
were limited to specific points. 
They were, therefore, monopolistic 
in their nature. The ferry boat 
operators, because of the privileged 
position which they held, had the 
chance to charge whatever the 
traffic would bear, and bad service 
and high rates had the effect of 


forcing much trade and travel into} 


long detours or to the dangers of 
attempting to ford the streams. 


The greed and avarice of some 
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Ipublic regulation, to wit, that 


of these ferry boat owners was 
made known by an outraged peo- 
ple to the King, and he invited 
his great Judge, Lord Hale, to ad- 
vise him. 

The old law Lord replied that 
the ferry mens’ business was quite 
different from other businesses, 
that the ferry business was, in fact, 
vested with a public character, 
that to charge excessive rates was 
to set up obstacles to public use, 
and that the rendering of go00d 
service was a necessary and pubiic 
responsibility. “Every ferry,” said 
Lord Hale; “ought to be under a 
it 
give attendance at due time, keep 
a boat in due order and take but 
reasonable toll.” 


Principle of Common Law. 


In those simple words, my 
friends, Lord Hale laid down a 
standard which, in the ordinary 
at least, has been the definition of 
common law with respect to the 
authority of government over pub- 
lic utilities from that day to this. 


With the advance of civilization, 
many other necessities of a monop- 
olistic character have been added 
to the list of public utilities. Such 
necessities as railroads, street 
railways, pipe lines and the distri- 
bution of gas and electricity. 

The principle was accepted, 
firmly established and became a 
basic part of our theory of gov- 
ernment. The next problem was 
how to be syre that the services 
of this kind should be satisfactory 
and cheap enough, while at the 
same time making -possible the 
safe investment of new capital. 


' For more than two centuries the 
protection of the public was 
through legislative action, but with 
the growth of the use of public 
utflities of all kinds, a more con- 
venient, direct and scftntific meth- 
od had to be adopted—a method 
which you and I now know as con- 
trol and regulation by public ser- 
vice or public utility commissions. 


Failures of Comimissions. 


Let me make it clear that I have 
no objection to the method of con- 
trol through a public service com- 
mission. It is, in fact, a proper 
way for the people themselves to 
protect their interests. In practice, 
however, it has in many instances 
departed from its proper sphere of 
action, and, I may add, from its 
theory of responsibility. 


It is an undoubted and undenia- 
ble fact that in our modern Amer- 
ican practice the public service 
commissions of many states have 
often failed to live up to the high 
purpose for which they were cre- 
ated. In many instances their se- 
lection has been obtained by the 
public utility corporations them- 
selves. These corporations have 
often influenced to the prejudice of 
the public the actions of public 
service commissions. Moreover, 
some of the commissions have, 
either through deliberate intent or 
through sheer inertia, adopted a 
theory, a conception of their duties 
wholly at variance with the origi- 
nal object for which they were 
created. 


Let me illustrate: When I be- 
came Governor I found that the 
Public Service Commission of the 
State of New York had adopted 
the unwarranted and unsound view 
that its sole function was to act as 
an arbitrator or a court between 
the public on the one side and the 
utility corporations on the other. 


I thereupon laid down a princi- 
ple which created horror and havoc 
among the Insulls and other mag- 
nates of that type. I declared that 
the Public Service Commission is 
not a mere judicial body to act 
solely as umpire between complain- 
ing consumer or complaining in- 
vestor on the one hand and the 
great public utility system on the 
other hand. I declared that, as the 
agent of the Legislature, it has 
delegated authority to act as the 
agent of the public. That it is not

U. $. INVESTORS AFFECTED — 
BY FRENCH BOND CONVERSION 


Must Apply Before Sept. 24 if 
They Wish Cash Instead of Se- 
curities at Lower Interest .

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Am- 
bassador Edge at Paris has sent 
notice through the Commerce De- 
partment to American holders of 
French bonds to apply immediate- 
ly to the nearest French Consu! if 
they desire cash instead of con- 
verted bonds at a lower rate of in- 
terest. 

American holders of French 
bonds included in the recent $3,- 
500,000,000 French conversion 
plan who wish reimbursement, in- 
stead of new 4% per cent bonds, 
must act before Sept. 24. Amer- 
ican holders have until Nov. 30 
for the deposits of their securitics 
that have been visaed. The bonds 
included in the conversion scheme 
are those of the 5 per cent of 1915 
and 1916; 6 per cent of 1920 and 
1927; 5 per cent of 1928, and 7 per 
cent of 1927.

BRUSSELS, Sept. 22.—Prof. Au- 
guste Piccard and Max Cosyna, 
both Belgians, reached a height of 
16,201 meters (10 miles, 117 yards) 
in their balloon ascension into the 
Stratosphere last Aug. 18, stated 
the official report of the Swiss 
Aero Club, just received here. 

Though slightly below the height 
of 16,500 meters, claimed by Prof. 
Piccard, the official figures showed 
they ascended higher than any 
other human beings and exceeded 
the record of slightly under 10 
miles made last year by Piccard. 
They started this year’s ascent at 
Dubendorf, Switzerland, and landed 
at Camballaro di Monzanrano.

Norm2n Thomas Starts From 
New York on Long Speak- 
ing Campaign. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 22.—Norman 
Thomas, Socialist candidate for 
President, left New York last night 
to campaign in 17 states. 


Thomas said: “I’ve always got a 
chance if enough people vote. But 
even if I'm defeated, an organized 
Socialist movement with a big vote 
may stop present destructive 
trends.” He expressed doubt that 
even should he be elected he would 
be able to do a great deal toward 
immediate relief for the conditions 
he decries without a majority of 
his party in the Senate. If Presi- 
dent Hoover or Gov. Roosevelt is 
elected, he said it 
“national calamity.” 

His is the most ambitious speak- 
ing program of any candidate, for 
it calis for day-by-day and often 
two-a-day speechmaking. And he 
travels alone. Somewhere en 
route, Mrs. Thomas, detained in 
New York by personal affairs, may 
join him. Perhaps there will be a 
publicity man to aid him part of 
the time.

Action Follows Conferesice 
Starving Man Holds in

Occasionally 
he paused to drink a few swallows 
of water, adding a pinch of #sda, 
As the day grew warmer he in- 
creased the frequency of his driaka, 

On another table were his farore 
ite books, including one on 4ast)on- 
omy. ~ 
In the “condemned” cell of the 
jail, to which Gandhi was mewved 
because it offered more comm odi- 
ous quarters for the many visitors 
who came to see him, he contin ued 
to squat crossiegged on a wetbed 
cot, but his voice was growing 
weaker. 

Mrs. Gandhi was transferred 
here today from Sabarmati jai! at 
Ahmedabad. She arrived under ea- 
cort and will have an opportunity 
to see her husband. 

The Government informed tmn- 
dhi he might have his own meelical 
attendant in the jail if he se de- 
sires. 

An agreement was reached by 
which all persons who wishei to 
visit him would call at the fall at 
4p. m. each day, as the great beat 
in the earlier hours was considered 
too trying for a fasting man. 

Among those who saw Gandhi 
yesterday was Mme. Sarojini Niidu, 
India’s most famous woman, and 
once his chief leutenant, whe is a 
prisoner in the women’s war! at 
Yeroda.

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| WISCONSIN AND THE LA FOLLETTES. 

The political overturn in Wisconsin is, after all, 
only another manifestation of the popular demand for 
a new deal in public office. That Wisconsin is and 
long has been, thanks to the La Follettes, one of the 
best-governed states in the Union was not enough 
to save the day for the “ins.” Wisconsin voters judged 
the present La Follette administration, not in terms 
of State governmént in Missouri, Illinois or Texas, 
but by the harsh measuring stick of high taxes and 
hard times. 

Young Philip La Follette was elected Governor two 
years ago, after first defeating Walter J. Kohler, who 
has now regained the nomination. A man with great- 
er vision than most business men, Mr. Kohler had 
given the State a good administration. But the crash 
had come and the economic paralysis set in. Wis- 
consin voted for a change, with the result that the 
second of the elder La Follette’s sons was chosen to 
an office the father had distinguished. This fall 
those same conditions of depression reversed the 
tables. | 

If the never-ending fight between the Republican 
progressives and the “stalwarts” has kept. Wisconsin 
in a state of political excitement through the years, 
it has as well been largely responsible for the good 
government Wisconsin has enjoyed. Theirs has been 
the kind of competition that every state needs in or- 
der to attract candidates of the higher class. 

Paradoxically, however, the primary presents for 
the senatorship, now held by former Gov. Blaine, 
John B. Chapple, a demagogic editor from the Lake 
Superior region. His choice by a close margin is 
truly unfortunate, for it means that the State which 
has so long supported one of the freest state unl- 
versities in the country now nominates a noisy ma- 
ligner of that institution as a corrupter of youth and 
a seat of Communism. Chapple’s utterances classify 
him with Cole Blease and Tom Heflin, a type which 
has already too often sat in the Senate. 

Not the least significant thing about the primary 
is the great number of persons who went to the polls. 
Complete returns are expected to send the total to 
the record figure of 900,000. This means that approx: 
imately one-third of the State’s population partici- 
pated. This proportion of voters to population is‘ con- 
siderably greater than that in the recent Missouri 
primary, in which a record was also established. 
Gov. La Follette’s defeat will be acclaimed by the 
reactionaries and will be regretted in liberal] circles, 
where, however, it will be regarded as a temporary 
reverse. Phil La Follette, as the son of his father, is 
a first-class fightin’ man, who can be counted on to 
continue the battle for enlightened, progressive gov 
ernment—the kind of government which has distin. 
guished Wisconsin. It is premature, we believe and 
hope, to accept the primary result as the end of the 
“La Follette dynasty.” 
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GOQD RIDDANCE. 

Unless a higher court reverses the decision, Mayor 
McKee of New York City has won his court fight 
against holding a mayoralty election this year. This 
means that ex-Mayor Walker will not be permitted to 
seek “vindication” at the hands of the voters until 
November, 1933, and by that time he will in all prob- 
ability have faded from political view. Already, the 
new Mayor, by his slashing attack upon municipal 
extravagance, has won a big following. : 

It is one of the unhappy results of our system that 
circus performers, like Walker and Big Bill Thomp- 
son, gain control of large cities and run them for po- 
litical purposes. In the management of a city, there 
is no reason why politics should enter, or why men 
should run for municipal office with the labels of: 
national parties. Governing a city is, or should be, 
a@ purely business proposition, a conception which has 
given rise to the city manager plan. 

What does it matter what a Mayor thinks about 
the tariff, or war debts, or the marines in Nicara- 
gua? His job is to buy sewer pipe, lay street pave- 
ments, supervise the parks, administer the Fire De- 
partment and attend to other duties wholly divorced 
from affairs of national import. In an ideal com- 
munity, a Mayor would be purely a business execu- 
tive, subject to dismissal whenever he failed to func- 
tion efficiently. 

‘New York is well rid of Walker, as Chicago is well 
rid of Thompson. What they have cost their cities 
fn money and reputation can never be computed, but 
the bill is a staggering one. 
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OZARK BOUND. 

In the past the Ozarks have held a fall festival 
each year. This time it is geing to be an open house. 
Visitors are being invited as never before. City 
dwellers, always welcome when autumn gaily splashes 
crimson, gold and brown against the evergreens of 
the hills, are to be ‘advised when the foliage spectacle 
will be at its best. Observers scattered through the 
uplands will send reports to the Ozark Playground 
Association, proclaimers of the “flaming fall revue,” 
and it in turn will announce leaf-color conditions in 
various sections. The idea is striking, and one that 
should attract many over-night and week-end parties 
comprised of persons who still have before them the 
rare pleasure of seeing for the first time the Ozarks 
in fall dress. The dates have not been set, nor can 
they be so far ahead. A week before the colors are 
at their brightest, perhaps, the veteran watchers will 
be able to hazard a fairly close guess. Old Mother 
Nature is partial to surprise parties, as the hill folk 
so well know. She follows no hard and fast rules. 
Frequently, she delegates the leaf-coloring job to Jack 
Frost. Last year, the time came and he had not 
reported, so she did it herself. Already, she has tried 
her hand on the sumacs, as persons who travel the 
country roads have found. These crimson flutterings 
should send the watchers to their posts. The first 
annual flaming revue, which is the old fall festiva) 
under a new name, is Ozark bound. 
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THE CUBS AND THE EXPERTS. 

After all, the experts do sometimes hit it, and when 
that rare phenomenon occurs, proper acknowledg- 
ment should be made. We are, therefore, bowing to 
the experts who informed us in blossomy April that 
the Cardinals would “repeat,” unless the Giants in- 
tervened, and conceded a grudgingly remote chance to 
the Cubs. Well, the Cubs came nobly through when 
the dashing Cuyler drove an untouchable liner in the 
mystic seventh inning which brought three racing 
comrades home, transformed a glowering afternoon 
into a glamourous matinée, stood Chicago on its joyous 
head and saved the experts. And, goodness knows, 
the experts needed saving, which assertion may be 
verified by peering down into the “dark, unfathomed 
caves” of the league's standing, where the Cardinals 
grovel and the Giants lie prostrate. 


What a frantic, mad, impossible baseball season it 
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‘has been! Napoleon abdicated when McGraw resigned 
as manager of the Giants; the exit of Hornsby was 
the passing, so to speak, of Marshal Ney; Pepper Mar. 
tin’s nose-dive was like: Lucifer’s sipping descent, 
while the collapse of the supposedly invincible Cardi- 
pals was a cosmic crash. But the history of the cam- 
paign we shall leave to the historians of the game, 
and may the pens of Thucydides, Tacitus, Gibbon and 
the other top-notchers be theirs to do the job! Let 
it suffice for the day to congratulate Chicago, with 
a final friendly pat for the experts. . 
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AMERICA AND THE GERMAN ARMS DEMAND. 

Secretary Stimson, in his address last month on 
the Kellogg-Briand pact, said, it expressed this coun- 
try’s policy of “readiness to co-operate for peace and 
justice in the world, which Americans have always 
manifested.” Mr. Hoover’s brief statement on the 
German demand for arms equality does not conform 
to this high policy, however, for he removes this 
country from all official concern with that plea. The 
President says: “We are not a party to the Ver- 
sailles Treaty and its limitation on German arms. 
That is solely a European question.” Our only inter- 
est, he states, is “reducing armaments of the whole 
world, step by step.” 

Still, since the whole arms limitation effort of this 
day, the Geneva conference, is fmperiled by the Ger- 
man action, it would seem that America might take 
a position somewhat less aloof than Mr. Hoover ex- 


‘presses, yet without the danger’ of European en- 


tanglement. The German arms issue and the hope 
for world disarmament have become indissolubly 
linked, just as German reparations and Allied pay- 
ments to this country were linked. Mr. Hoover saw 
fit to meet the latter issue, in a time of crisis, by 
his moratorium proposal; yet his only comment on 
the arms crisis is, in effect, that it is none of our 
business. Meanwhile, Germany threatens to with- 
draw from the conference and precipitate a new ar- 
mament race, an attitude that aggravates the general 
world-wide tension. 

As it stands, this country’s comment is more curt 
than the reply of France, Germany’s traditional en- 
emy. France at least expressed the hope that a new 
arrangement might be worked out, but said she could 
not change the treaty, and suggested Germany refer 
her case to the League of Nations. Britain, despite 
the acerbity of her reply, gave Germany some sound 
counsel on the dangers involved in her present agi- 
tation. This country might have made similar points 
without overstepping the canons of neutrality. Nor 
would it have brought discord among Germany’s for- 
mer opponents for the United States to have reiter- 
ated these sound French and British contentions. 

Germany, in her present attitude, needs assurance 
that the best solution of the admittedly inequitable 
situation is not more arms for herself but fewer arms 
for the other nations. America would not have gone 
beyond her role at Geneva in pointing out this truth 
and pledging herself to work for such reduction.

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THE GUARDIAN BREAKS DOWN. 

Referring to the defeat of British golfers in the 
Walker Cup matches, the Manchester Guardian 
breaks down completely and confesses. “It has to be 
admitted,” says the Guardian, “that the Americans 
are our masters; they have a bountiful supply of 
young men of almost amazing ability, and their se- 
lectors rarely make a mistake, a tribute which must 
be withheld from our own. Even when the inter- 
national sport has a mechanical turn, the Americans 
beat us, and in the motor boat event Kaye Don’s 
craft ‘cracked’ towards the end of the first race and 
did not travel far in the second. The tale of defeat 
does not end there, for in the U. S. A. lawn tennis 
championship, H. W. Austin has again been found 
incompletely equipped, compared with a little-known 
American, and our other competitors have done no 
better.” 

By this time, the Guardian was too full of emo- 
tion to recall the history of the British open tourna- 
ments in recent years, or the melancholy chronicles 
of Wimbledon, or the doleful saga of Sir Thomas 
Lipton. But it went quite far enough. In fact, to 
find so great a representative of proud Albion as 
the Manchester Guardian nursing an inferiority com- 
plex is a little embarrassing. First thing we know, 
it will be forgiving us Yorktown. 
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JAPAN RECOGNIZES MANCHUKUO. 

Having found no other Power that would respond 
to her entreaties to lead the way; Japan at last has 
gone through the empty ceremony of recognizing 
Manchukuo, the puppet state she has set up in Man- 
churia. The disregard for truth in the first article 
of the treaty, wherein Manchukuo is described as 
having established its independence “in accordance 
with the free will of its inhabitants,” indicates the 
character of the whole transaction. The real will 
of the inhabitants was more accurately shown in the 
recent raid on Mukden, where the arsenal was set 
afire, in the revolt of Manchukuo troops at Kirin 
and in the almost daily battles between Japanese 
troops and Chinese, who are invariably called “ban- 
dits” in the Tokio dispatches. 

Count Uchida, Japanese Foreign Minister, recently 
told the Diet that recognition of Manchukuo was “the 
only means of establishing conditions of permanent 
peace in the Far East.” To judge by the continuing 
turmoil there, by the warnings of the League of Na- 
tions, the. protests of other countries and the loud 
complaints of China, it seems inevitable the result will 
be quite the contrary. Japan bound herself in the 
Nine-Power Treaty to respect the indépendence and 
territorial integrity of China. By her flagrant dis- 
regard of this pledge in her present action, Japan is 
planting the seeds of future conflicts that may in- 
volve the entire world. It will require the best ef- 
forts of international statesmen to extinguish the 
fuse Japan has lighted.

Gov. Roosevelt and Tariff ‘“‘by Negotiation” 


F the Seattle address dealing with the 

tariff, the best that can be said, I think, 

is that Gov. Roosevelt is interested in re- 
viving international trade, and knows that 
in order to sell we must also buy. He has 
the habit of referring to our foreign “cus- 
tomers”, and seems genuinely inclined to- 
ward the idea of trading with them. Mr. 
Hoover, on the other hand, has thus far 
confined his remarks on the subject to 
“peasant and sweated labor.” 

There is a genuine difference in the two 
states of mind. To think of the foreigner 
as a potential customer is to look toward 
a policy which enables you to trade with 
him; to think of him primarily as a peas- 
ant and sweated laborer leads toward a 
policy of slamming the door and not trad- 
ing with him. 

Mr. Roosevelt plainly desires, not free 
trade, but freer trade. But in his proposal 
for arriving at freer trade, he has greatly 
over-simplified the problem and has laid 
himself open to the damaging charge of 
superficiality. e : 

@ + * 

He is in favor of “the principle of tariff 
by negotiation” and this, he says, “means 
to deal with each country concerned on a 
basis of fair barter.” If that is what tariff 
by negotiation means, it means, I suspect, 
mostly confusion and trouble. For how on 
earth does the Governor think he can make 
“fair barters” with the 560-odd hations of 
the globe? 

Take, for example, a commodity like cot- 
ton cloth. In 1930 we imported about 35,- 
000,000 square yards. A little over half 
came from the United Kingdom, a little less 
thax a quarter from Switzerland, the re- 
mainder from France, Germany, Japan and 
Czecho-Slovakia. There are six nations in- 
volved in that trade. Does the Governor 
propose to have six different duties, de- 
pending upon what barters he can make 
with each nation to admit, let us gay, 
American wheat or American automobiles? 

Applied to the vast range of commodities, 
the complexity of such negotiations would 
be beyond the capacity of the human mind. 
We should superimpose upon the logrolling 
of 48 states, which we now have, a greater 
logrolling among 50 nations.

The Governor has misunderstood what 
students ofthe problem have in mind when 
they say that under modern conditions it 
has become necessary to deal with the 
world tariff problem by international agree- 
ment. 7 

The prevailing system, under which each 
natio akes its own tariffs, has brought 
the world to a point where tariffs are not 
only enormously high, but, what is much 
worse, they are constantly changing. Al- 
most every country has fallen in love with 


the principle of a “flexible” tariff, which: 


means in practice that, as soon ag trade ad- 
justs itself to the existing law and some 
imports begin to flow in, the government 
promptly proceeds to stop them. It may 
stop them by raising the duties, or by ad-« 
ministrative regulations, or by controlling 
monetary exchange, or by fixing quotas, or 
by downright embargo. 

Whatever the method, the result is that 
the commerce of the world can never ad- 
just itself; it is forever being shot at by 
governments acting on the blessed principle 
of flexibility. There is, consequently, rag- 
ing in the world today a great series of

a mere arbitrator as between the 
people and the public utilities, but 
was created for the purpose of 
seeing that the utilities do two 
things: first give service, second 
charge reasonable rates. That, in 
performing this function, it must 
act as agent of the public upon its 
own initiative as well as upon pe- 
tition to investigate the acts ofr 


‘public utilities relative to service 
|and rules and to enforce adequate 


service and reasonable rates. 


Tribune of People. 


The regulating commission, my 
friends, must be a tribune to the 
people, putting its engineering, ac- 
counting and legal resources into 
the breach for the purpose of get- 
ting the facts and doing justice to 
both the consumers and investors 
in public utilities. 

This means positive and active 
protection of the people against 
private greed. 

So much for the simple, clear, 
definite the®y of regulation—a 
theory which today is observed 
more in the breach than in the ob- 
servance . 

Now, I come to another principle 
which in spite of having been be- 
fogged and bedeviled by many util- 
ity companies—and, I am sorry to 
say, by many of our courts as well 
—is nevertheless clear and simple 
when you get down to the roots 
of it. 

The ferryman of old under King 
James, through regulation and con- 
trol of the Government, was com- 
pelled to give Great Britain service 
for a fair return on his labor and 
his property. It is only in recent 
days that the direct descendants of 
the ferryman have in hundreds of 
cases found ways of paying to 
themselves inordinate and unrea- 
sonable profits and over-capitaliz- 
ing their equipment, three, five— 
yes, even 10 times the money which 
they themselves have put into it. 

I am not going to confuse the is- 
sue by settine forth a lot of figures, 
but I do ask you to remember a 
few facts which are so tremendous- 
ly important in our enthusiastic 
life. 


Profits on Watered Stock. 


Senator Norris, «sing the figures 
of the Federal Trade Commission, 
summarized this in a great speech 
in the Senate of the United States 
two months ago. He pointed out 
the over-capitalization of many 
companies, by name, in definite fig- 
ures, and summed up for discussion 
by setting forth in round numbers 
these main companies had Deen 
found to be overcapitalized to the 
extent of $520,000,000. 


This means, my friends, that the 


people of the United States were 
called upon to supply profits upon 
this amount of watered stock. It 
meant that someone was deriving 
profits:from the capitalization into 
which they had put no substantial 
capital. It meant that the people 
had to pay these unjust profits 
through higher rates. 

As Senator Norris eloquently 
pointed it out on the floor of the 
Senate in these words: “Just try 
to comprehend what that means.

Wall cases in the small room ad- 
joining the Richardson Memorial 
Renaissance and French Section 
to Be Ready for Public 


Library have been reconstructed 
and fitted with concealed lights 
for display of the small Renais- 
sance bronzes in the museum's 
collection. 
In the French room will be 
shown two splendid examples of 
French Renaissance cabinets, to- 
Sunday. gether with chairs. tables, other 
furniture, metal work and textiles. 
The Italian room will afford a 
setting for the finely carved Isot- 
ta da Rimini chest and two other 
marriage chests owned by the mu- 
seum.

They did not realize that there 
has been arbitrary write-ups of as- 
sets, inflation of vast capital ac- 
counts.

They 
did not realize that payments of 
dividends had been made out of 
capital. They did not realize that

The Insull failure has opened 
our eyes. It shows us that the

The utility industry in 1931 col- 
lected over $4,000,000,000 from the 
users of electricity, gas, telephone 
and telegraph.

000 in public utilities, again exclud- 
ing the railroads.

“Several hundred years before, Hy- 


patia at Alexandria joined the 
teaching of algebra, mathematics. 
and geometry with astronomy and 
remained without a peer in the 
field of. physics until St. Hildegard 
took up the cultural lag.” Hypatia 
invented an apparatus for distilling 
water, another for measuring the 
level of water and an areometer for 
determining the specific gravity of 
liquids. 

Another mathematician, Marie 
Agnesi in Italy, was ranked with 
Leibnitz for her talent in analyz- 
ing infinitesimals. Her treatise 
was used as the model in prepara- 
tion for the. great dictionary of the 
Italian Language. The French 
Academy of Science regretied it 
could not, just because she was 2 
woman, elect her to membership. 

“The irony of that,” runs the 
commient, “‘was that the very idea 
for the academy came to its found- 
er Richelieu from the academy- 
like salon of Mme. Rambouillet.” 

Contemporary with Agnesi was 
Laura Bassi, a university profes- 
sor in experimental philosophy and 
physica, “to whose classes students 
flocked from the four corners of 
Europe.” A coterie of women are 
cited as eminent in astronomy in 
the eighteenth century. A Baron- 
ess Beausoliel became an author- 
ity on geology. Galileo was so de- 
pendent upon a daughter for assist- 
ance in his theories and researches 
that when she died he could work 
no more. 

N 1640 the Countess Chincon, 

wife of the Governor of Peru, in- 

troducéd into Europe what ac- 
cordingly became known as chin- 
cona bark, a remedy for malaria. 
The speculation is advanced as to 
how, if known earlier, it might 
have changed history since the de- 
cline of Greece and other political 
Powers had been traced to this 
scourge.

in senatorial conflicts, contending 
for their patrimonies, the daugh-

ERTHA, wife ‘of Ethelbert, 

King of Kent, introduced Chris- 

tianity into England and was 
praised by Pope Gregory, who 
compared her to the Empress Hel- 
ena, canonized wife of Constantine, 
who made pilgrimages at the age 
of 80 and was supposed to have 
discovered the Holy Sepulchre. 

A woman was responsible for 
the first Latin translation of the 
Bible, the Vulgate edition of St. 
Jerome,- who acknowledges in his 
preface that Paula, his wealthy 
patroness, goaded him to the task. 
While the Abbess Hild, niece of 
Edwin, first King of Northumbria, 
brought young Caedmon to En- 
gland and set him to the task of 
preparing the first Anglo-Saxon 
version of the Bible. A nun, St. 
Hroswitha, was the first to utilize 
music in a play and invented the 
first musical octave. 

These are but isolated incidents 
in the account of women’s partici- 
pation in the spread of Christian- 
ity and they had their parallels in 
the history of all other religions. 
Humorous passages illuminate the 
book, as for example: “Perhaps it 
was foy the very reason that his 
ascendancy rested on the benefac- 
tions of women that Mohammed 
so rigorously assailed the sex on 
which he was dependent. ‘I have 
not left any calamity more hurtful 
to man than woman,’ he. railed.

Arteriosclerosis 


RTERIOSCLEROSIS, or hard- 
Acains of the arteries, is a dis- 

ease condition recognized for 
many centuries. 2 

Yet, despite a great deal of study, 
there is as yet little positive ‘nfor- 
mation on the mechanisms involved 
in its development. 

In arteriosclerosis the living cells 
(unstriped muscle cells and vther 
cellular elements that make up the 
arterial wall) undergo degenera- 
tion and are displaced by depos:ts 
of calcium salts. 

This process of deposition of val- 
cium in the place of destroyed :iv- 
ing celis is not uncommon. 

It is found, for example, in tu- 
berculosis, in cyst formations, and 
-in other processes involving the de- 
struction of tissue: | 

Prof. Piesch of the University of 
Berlin argues that the depositic2 of 
calcium in the arteries is a defen- 
sive measure, and follows an in- 
jury suffered by the blood vessels. 

This first injury he gives the 
generic name of atony, by which 
he means that due to excessive 
strains imposed upon the arteries 
either by great physical effort or 
by intoxication, by poisons, or 28 a 
result of systemic disease condi- 
tions, the muscle cells have iost 


Itheir normal tone or strength and 


have become atonic. 

The deposit of calcium, he mnain- 
tains, really strengthens the ~alls 
‘of excessively dilated blood vessele 
at points of greatest strain. 

Prof. Plesch says that “every in- 
fluence that is capable of weaken- 
ing the organism to such an extent 
as to pepduce a general atony (this 
we may understand in popular :an- 
guage as general. weakness) can 
also without hesitation be heid re- 
sponsible for arterial atony and 
(subsequently) for calcification.” 

He names certain of the causes 
of general atony as being acuts or 
chronic infectious diseases, infexi- 
cations of any description, disturb- 
ances in the glands of internal se- 
cretion, nervous influences, the 
abuse of alcohol and disorders of 
metabolism, such as diabetes, gout 
and. excessive obesity.
